Another 
factor which seems to have affected 
their démand was the announcement 
that all foreign post offices will pre- 
sently be discontinued, from which 
the men bave concluded that their 
work will greatly increase. This was 
a point they made when interviewing 
the Deputy Commissioner. 

THE PAYING OFF FLASCO.
